Some of the best news to orig inate in New York, the world's trading 
center in cotton fu tu res, in many months is annou ncement that the New 
York Cotton Ex chang e has increased marg in requ irements from $5 to $10 
per bale. 
Specu lativ e interests in y ears g one by hav e helped cau se calamity in 
the fu tu res market by dig g ing in too heav y withou t su fficient marg inal 
backing —Whence many cases of brokers g oing broke as well as the “bottom 
falling ou t” of the cotton market withou t benefit of recov ery backlog . 
Dealing in cotton fu tu res is a mig hty fine bu siness when su ch dealers 
hav e g ood, stiff marg inal requ irements and cannot bid “hog wild.” 
With­ 
ou t some ty pe of restricting action, ou r present g ood market for cotton 
cou ld be v irtu ally ru ined ov ernig ht. 
Du ring the early part of the 19 45 cotton season, for ex ample, those 
who bou g ht heav ily of cotton equ ities and fu tu res hav e made some mig hty 
g ood money , and now that cotton is commanding the hig hest price rang e 
in 18 y ears, The Herald wants to commend the New York Cotton Ex ­ 
chang e for pu tting the clamps on bedore we hav e another crop of brokers 
ju mping ou t of 15 and 20-story bu ilding s and farmers dropping ou t along 
u nder the shackles of three and fou r-cent cotton.
